of  representatifb  is  3,814,  and  the  at- 
tendance is  thtflefore  43  per  cent.  Con- 
sidering distances,  the  territory  spreads 
over  16  States!  and  the  fact  that  dele- 
gates have  to  pefray  considerable  per- 
sonal expense,  Uie  percentage  of  attend 
ance  is  consi<$red  remarkable  and  in 
dicative  of  a wowing  enthusiasm.  But 
the  number  m delegates  present  does 
not  represent  »he  full  attendance  by  a 
long  shot.'  T»re  are  from  500  to  600 
women  daily  In  the  auxiliary  section, 
the  Woman’sjMissionary  Union.  Again, 
the  visiting  Attendance  runs  high,  and 
the  official  estimates  multiplies  the  del- 
egate attendance  by  four  for  this,  giving 
a total  atten<lincer  of  6,592.

Nwssionaries  from  Brazil  and 
Argentina  s&ke  at  the  class  sessions 
from  day  tojpay. 

The  friendfiwho  made  the  proposition 
to  Dr.  Willingham,  some  months  ago, 
when  infomftd  that  there  was  a debt 
on  the  Boaul,  made  another  'proposi- 
tion— If  thegSouthern  Baptists  would 
send  out  3(r  missionaries  he  would  de 
fray  the  exjfrnses.  and  support  tor  one 
year  of  20— this  would  amount  to  $20, 
000.  ^Secretary  Willingham  was  anx- 
ious to  wir«  him  that  the  Convention 
would  meet  lis  proposition  and  proceed- 
ed to  raise  he  amount.  He  soon  found 
10  who  wo»d  give  $1,000  each — and 
when  the  c<4lection  began  it  was  diffi- 
cult to  stoi|  the  flow  which  continued 
until  14  wefe  found  to  meet  the  un- 
known brotlwr  in  his  proposition.  When 
Dr.  Willing  mm  began  to  speak  he  ask- 
ed Rev.  Martin  Ball  what  his  denomi- 
national name  was — to  which  Mr.  Ball 
answered  “Baptist.”  The  great  docto" 
said  with  ewphqsis,  “I  am  sick  nnd 
tired  of  ou§  people  emphasizing  “the 
Raptist  ” inflead  of  the  “missionary.” 
Mr.  Ball  sail  “I  would  be  glad  to  show 
this  great  tl#ong  that  one  cannot  be 
New  Testnnjftnt  Baptist  without  being 
missionary.’ | 


the  Convention  today.  Something  like 
the  feeling  Shat  inspired  the  old  Cru 
saders  took 'possession  of  the  assembled 
host  of  the  Convention  when  the  vener 
able  old  mafi  raised  his  hand  prophet', 
cally  and  s£d:  “We  stand  a second 
time  to  resole  the  grave  of  Christ  from 
the  infidel.  |The  Mediterranean  Sea  ;s 
the  line  of  (ftmarkation  between  Egypt 
and  Palestiit®.  It  is  the  great  sea  of 
separation  Iptween  the  land  of  liberty 
and  the  lani  of  darkness. 


“Iam  here,”  he  said,  “as  the  repre- 
senative  of  the  oldest  church  in  Chris- 
tendom, which  emerged  before  the  Ro- 
man Catholic  or  the  Greek  Church 
emerged.  It  began  with  John  the  Bap- 
tist. This  is  the  eve  of  Pentecost.  And 
I add  ress  strict  Baptists,  as  on  the  day 
of  Pentecost  they  were  strict.  Few  men 
go  today  to  the  ministry,  and  yet  Peter 
said  on  Pentecost  men  and  women 
should  prophesy.  You  ministers  should 
preach  ns  if  Christ  were  ever  at  you* 
side.  The  Christian  life  today  is  not 
the  life  of  Pentenoost.” 

Dr.  Myer  introduced  his  remarks  by 
saying  that  as  the  English  people  sor- 
rowed when  the  great  McKinley  died, 
so  the  Americans  now  mourn  with  the 
English  on  the  death  of  King  Edward. 
“The  blending  together  of  the  great 
Saxon  race,”  he  said,  “will  win  the 
work!  for  God.” 

In  discussing  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee on  papal  missions,  Dr.  W.  C. 
James,  of  Virginia,  said:  “The  South 
era  Baptist  Convention  has  no  npologie* 
to  offer  the  Roman  Catholics  for  invad 
ing  Catholic  countries  in  an  endeavor 
to  convert  Catholics  to  the  Baptist 
faith.  Two  causes  of  pre-eminent  im 
portance  have  made  necessary  the  work 
in  the  papal  fields.  Wne  of  these  is,  the 
curse  of  modernism  which  has  fastened 
itself  on  the  priesthood  in  such  coun- 
tries ns  Mexico,  Argentine  nnd  Brazil, 
and  led  those  priests  to  skepticism  con- 
cerning the  actuality  of(  the  spiritual 
truths  and  often  to  avowed  atheism. 
Under  such  conditions  is  any  apology 
necessary?  Should  we,  as  Christians, 
leave  these  unfortunate  people  to  starve 
under  such  neglect? 

“The  tide  of  emigration  attracted  by 
the  fertility  and  resources  of  that  con- 
tinent is  turning  thitherward  and  I ven- 
ture to  predict  that  South  America  will 
eventually  prove  herself  a formidable 
rival  to  her  northern  sister  in  every  com- 
mercial field.  In  view  of  that  fact,  it 
is  urgent  that  we  intrench  ourselves 
firmly  in  South  America,  for  its  ultimate 
salvation.  The  work  is  difficult,  and  the 
results  are  slow  but  encouraging.  In 
Italy,  where  we  have  the  greatest 
amount  of  opposition,  we  have  estab- 
lished 34  churches  with  a membership 
of  903.  We  have  47  churches  in  Mexico, 
109  in  Brazil  and  6 in  Argentine.  Give 
us  larger  nnd  better  equipment,  our 
most  crying  necessity,  nnd  we  are  bound 
to  accomplish  great  results.” 

Vice  President  S.  V.  Brooks,  of  Waco, 
Texas,  said  “peace  among  nntions  has 
much  to  do  with  the  spread  of  the  gos- 
pel. War  ought  to  be  abhorrent  to  mod- 
ern civilization,  as  it  is  to  God.  The  na- 
tion. like  the  andividual,  when  armed 
overmuch,  will  always  be  disannointed 
when  war  doesn’t  come  its  way.  The  con- 
tractors, the  money  lenders,  who  profit 


bV  the  sale  of  war  goods,  are  often  the 
oquse  of  war.” 

“This  Convention  may  >Vell  study 
questions  like  this,  which  come  close  to 
the  home  and  the  people.  If  Christian- 
ity takes  no  cognizance  of  it,  those  wno 
are  responsible  for  such  conditions  will 
pay  the  penalty  here  or  hereafter.  War 
is  not  productive.  The  cost  of  war  is 
npt  limited  to  money,  but  the  heritage 
of  hate,  which  lies  at  fhe  bjise,  is  the 
worst  of  all.  We  shouted  with  glee  at 
ttye  Japanese  war.  But  consider  the  or 
phans  now  in  Japan.” 

Tired  of  Priestcraft. 

Following  this  address  Rev.  J.  W. 
Williamson,  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  declared 
njen  the  world  over  are  tired  of  priest 
craft,  both  Buddhist  and  Roman 
MThere  is  a crash  everywhere  of  break 
ihg  chains  which  will  increase  with  the 
ebming  years.  We  need  not  fear  the 
enterprises  of  Roman  missionary  fields 
The  cry  of  the  orphan  world  comes  to 
ns  tonight.  A layman  out  in  the  field 

ill  do  the  work  that  ministers  have 
failed  to  do  umong  those  vyho  believe 
nothing. 

“In  these  days  of  growing  dissatis- 
faction and  unrest  the  big  business  man 
who  can  only  be  satisfied  with  big 
things  in  life  can  only  be  religiously 
satisfied  by  a world  campaign.  We 
fjace  a crisis.  The  Christian  [world  owes 
a great  deal  to  King  Edward,  who  like 
lps  mother,  led  the  people  ih  Christian 
paths.  She  blessed  the  {jeople  over 
Which  she  ruled,  and  under  the  mother 
and  son  the  people  enjoyejd  religious 
liberty.” 

Secretary’  R.  J.  Willingham,  of  Rich- 
mond, Ya.,  next  came  to  the  front  of  the 
platform  nnd  announced  that  foreign 
missionaries  were  all  on  hajid  nnd  had 
something  to  say  of  their  work  in  for- 
eign fields.  Those  who  spoke  were  Rev. 
George  Green,  missionary  for  30  years 
jn  Canton,  China;  Rev.  J.  I.  Saunders, 
Yingtak,  Canton.  China;  Lev.  Peyton 
Stephens,  Cheefoo,- China;  Rjv.  Y.  Chil- 
|>a,  of  Fukuoka,  Japan,  and.  Rev.  F.  F. 
Soren,  of  Rio  Janeiro,  Brazil. 

Missionary  in  Tears. 

Rev.  F.  F.  Soren,  somewlmt  hampered 
jn  the  English  language,  spoke  of  his 
troubles  in  Brazil,  w’here  the  little  Bap- 
tist meeting-house  adjoins  a beer  gar 
den  which  an  American  from  Louisiana 
nas  established.  Mr.  Soren,  with  tears 
jn  his  eyes,  told  how  for  nine  years  he 
bad  to  discontinue  services  liecause  of 
the  noise  of  the  brass  band  and  of  babies 
that  were  set  to  crying  in  the  adjoining 
beer  garden.  “You  cannot  imagine," 
lie  said,  “how  sad  I was  hat  I could 
not  preach  in  that  place.  thank  you 
for  what  you  have  done  for  us.  and  T 
shall  always  thank  you  for  your  kind 
Ihelp.”

His  eyes  filled  with  tears.  Bro.  Sorenj 
sat  down  beside  Secretary  Willingham. j 
The  secretary  was  on  his  feet  in  a rnq 
meat  and  began  to  solicit  subscription^ 
toward  building  a $60,000  church  for 
Mr.  Soren,  to  be  erected  in  the  very] 
heart  of  Brazil. 

“Right  here  in  this  audience,”  said 
Mr.  Willingham,  “who  could  give  $50, j 
000  toward  this  worthy  cause?”  Thu 
result  of  Secretiyy  Wiling  ham's  pleij 
was  a subscription  of  $150,  whereupul 
a delegate  arose  and  suggested  that  :j 
prayer  be  ottered  that  God  might  inj 
spire  some  one  to  contribute  liberally. 

Secretary  Willingham  offered  a touch! 
ing  prayer  for  this  purpose,  ana  evosea 
with  a request  that  God  would  inspire 
some  young  men  or  women  preseut  te 
volunteer  their  service  in  the  mission! 
ary  held.  Scarcely  had  the.prayer  closed 
when  President  Joshua  Levering  let 
fall  his  gavel,  and,  upon  the  motion 
being  carried,  the  meeting  adjourned. 
The  matter  will  come  up  for  further 
consideration  at  the  closing  session  t(| 
morrow. 

Dr.  W.  L.  I’oteat  read  the  report  o i 
education.  lie  declared  that  there  is  i 
universal  moral  depression  in  business, 
social  and  political  life,  infidelity  t) 
trust  and  the  prostitution  of  public  puil 
poses  to  priyate  ends,  as  the  result  ol 
practical  materialism,  the  fault  of  which 
is  to  be  laid  on  the  development  of  thL- 
home  and  the  school  where  religiouh 
training  is  lacking.  Education  with- 
out is  no  education,  and  he  eriticiscjl 
the  exclusion  of  denominational  school 
as  sharers  in  the  Carnegie  Endowment 
Fund  merely  because  they  are  denom- 
inational. 

The  moment  is  opj»ortuute  for  the 
denominational  control  of  education, 
now  that  there  is  an  awakening  of  tlie 
gravity  of  the  moral  situation  of  tljc 
world.  At  the  bottom  of  the  awaken- 
ing there  is  a moral  renaissance.  A sin- 
gle year  in  Chicago  has  yielded  i5,<HI) 
criminals,  all  under  the  age  of  20  years. 
The  cries  of  these  criminals  is  markeJ 
by  the  bravadoes  and  the  excesses  cf 
the  youth.  Wherever  men  look  on  the 
horizon  they  recognize  universal  mori  1 
depression  in  business,  society  and  jx)  - 
itics,  as  well  as  infidelity  to  trust  an  1 
a prostitution  of  public  purposes  to  pr  - 
vate  ends,  boeause  of  the  growing  prac- 
tical materialism. 

“The  invariable  conclusion  is  that 
there  is  a prevailing  moral  depression 
of  social  conditions  in  the  western  worl  1 
which  is  to  lie  laid  on  the  development 
of  the  home  pnd  the  school.  The  famil  i 
life  has  l*ec<ime  a modified  economil! 
revolution.  The  city  was  made  to  mak 
money  and  not  in  which  to  grow  chi 
dren.  When  [you  come  to  the  state  sys 
tem  of  schools  the  conditions  are  wors" 
Thev  should;  be  the  def**ndnrs  of  tb» 
people.  Religions  instruction  is  sa’d 


not  to  be  the  function  of  the  state,  and 
so  men  are  becoming  dissatisfied. 

Churches  Responsible. 

“If  there  l»e  reconstruction  of  educa 
tion  necessary,  the  res|H>nsibility  lies 
upon  the  churches;  nnd  yet  the  preseuee 
of  the  churches  is  widely  regarded  us  an 
intrusion  and  an  impertinence.  The  feel- 
ing is  expressive  of  the  growing  seen 
larism  of  the  time.  There  is  a new 
theory  of  the  state,  which  holds  that  the 
social  spirit  expresses  itself  not  onlv 
in  the  government,  but  iu  religion  and 
education. 

“In  the  next  10  years  the  state  uni- 
versities will  double  their  present  equip- 
ment. The  Carnegie  Fund  was  meant 
to  dignify  the  profession  of  teaching 
I esteem  the  foundation  as  great  and 
noble.  It  is  the  discrimination  against 
colleges  controlled  by  religious  denomi- 
nations, to  which  1 object,  as  it  ex- 
cludes 65  j*er  ceut  of  our  colleges.  The 
aim  of  education  is  not  learning,  but 
character.  We  must  assert  the  suprem 
aey  of  soul  over  sense  and  reassert  the 
sujierlutive  work  of  religious  education. 
Morality  is  born  of  religion  itself.  Edu 
cation  without  religion  might  lie  com 
pared  to  {lacking  one’s  grip  and  leav- 
ing out  the  grip.” 

F.  W.  Boatwright,  of  Richmond  Col- 
lege, made  an  earnest  appeal  for  the 
building  of  stronger  educational  build- 
ings for  the  world  wide  movement  ot 
education  and  evangelization.  He  said 
that  the  Baptist  colleges  for  women  are 
in  dire  need  and  the  colleges  for  men 
are  liehiud  the  average.  Endowments, 
he  said,  were  needed.  The  rejiortH 
showed  that  the  Baptists  have  17  col- 
leges which  are  co  educational  and  19 
schools  for  higher  education.  The  en- 
dowments amounted  to  $2,920,1  <x  for 
men’s  colleges  and  $213,000  for  wom- 
en’s colleges.  The  average  number  of 
students  in  men’s  colleges  last  year  was 
178,  while  the  number  for  women  doing 
exclusive  college  work  amounted  to  387. 

Our  eountry  as  a whole  has  no  sys- 
tem of  education.  The  Federal  Govern- 
ment gathers  statistics  and  publishes 
»e|*orts,  but,  except  as  it  co-o|H*rates 
with  the  States  in  the  agricultural  col- 
leges,, it  in  no  wise  determines  or  con 
trols  education.  The  States  have  en- 
tered the  field  of  education  in  all  its 
< i ades.  Each  succeeding  year  set**  the 
Slates  endeavor  more  fully  to  occupy 
‘he  entire  field.  Each  of  the  46  States 
has  its  own  concentrated  system  of  pub- 
lic instruction.  Denominations  and  in 
dividual  founders  tend  to  restrict  them- 
selves more  nnd  more  to  education  of 
lollegiate  grades.  There  are  some  who 
expect  to  see  the  denominations  event 
rally  abandon  their  colleges,  and  thus 
'rp’mit  all  educational  duties  and  priv 
i , "os  to  the  etates.  On  the  other  hand. 
Ihf  General  Education  Bonrd,  financial 

; 


*.}  the  strongest  and  most  potent  educa- 
.irnal  agency  in  the  world,  seems  to  \ 
have  no  fear  of  such  a change  of  policy 
ou  the  part  of  the  denominations.  This 
hoard  eo-oi>erateH  most  helpfully  with 
the  denominational  colleges,  evidently 
believing  that  they  have  a worthy  mis 
sion  and  that  their  consfituenciea  will 
remain  true  and  loyal. 

Several  tendencies  mark  educational 
effort  among  Baptists  at  the  preseat 
time.  There  is  a wise  hesitancy  anon* 
founding  new  institutions.  Everywhere 
then*  appear  attempts  at  concentration 
and  co-ordination  of  educational  effort. 
The  denomination  is  |Mitiently  working 
out  its  educational  problems  within 
State  lines,  and  is  reaching  a lietter  un 
derstanding  with  the  State-supported 
institutions.  It  is  increasingly  evident 
that  Baptist  educational  institutions  are 
public  institutions^  though  not  support- 
ed by  the  State,  and  that  they  {terform 
the  highest  public  service.  There  is  no- 
th cubic  also  a wholesome  tendency  to 
emphnsizh  the  Christian  nnd  unselfish 
ends  of  our  teaching,  so  that  our  col  * 
leges  liecome  more  nnd  more  a contri- 
bution to  Christian  unity  in  spirit  and 
social  service.  The  influence  of  our  in- 
stitutions for  good  as  regards  the  State 
sup|>orted  schools  is  ulso  growing  and 
we  may  expect  this  influence  to  lieconic 
yet  more  beneficial.  The  |K*riods  of  . 
economic  nud  scholastic  unrest,  our 
Christum  colleges  may  prove  themselves 
the  bulwark  of  the  nation. 

Denominational  Press. 

The  curly  part  of  the  afternoon  non 
sion  was  devoted  to  the  denominational 
press.  I)r.  Geo.  W.  Truett,  of  Dallas, 
Texas,  said  that  as  the  secular  press 
was  an  influence  for  good  ns  well  ns  evil, 
the  time  was  rif»e  for  a plea  for  the  de- 
nominational press.  “The  problem  of 
all  problems  In-fore  this  Convention  e | 
the  enlistment  of  thousands  u|sm  thou  " 
sands  in  the  Baptist  cause,  and  for  this 
enlistment  there  is  no  other  ifgeney  thnu 
the  denominational  press.  What  kin*t 
of  pajKT  should  it  lie?  One  cast  in  the 
New  Testament  and  faithful  to  the 
Baptist  creed?  The  Baptist  papera  have 
unfortunately  gone  too  much  into  so 
ciologicul  discussions.  The  treatment 
of  our  Bapfist  pa|M*rs  of  the  Kouui  »i 
a reproach  and  a sin.” 

Rev.  High.  ('.  Moore,  editor  of  Biblical 
Recorder,  of  North  Carolina,  stated  that 
the  denominational  press  occupied  a 
place  greater  than  the  pulpit.  Ho  spoke 
of  the  great  factor  it  had  Is-en  in  the 
development  of  social  and  industrial 
life.

Toe  committee  on  temperance  sub- 
mitted a strong  report,  it  is  in  part  as 
lollows: 

The  Christianized  nations  of  the  earth 
will  some  day  lay  their  trophies  of  so- 
cial und  civic  achievement  at  the  feet  of 
Jesus.  Believers  in  our  Lord  are  to  be 
active,  not  only  in  individual  salvation, 
but  also  in  that  of  social  and  civic  life. 
The  bouthern  Baptist  Convention,  rep 
resenting  u constituency  of  two  million 
members,  und  being  a unit  of  expression 
and  the  active  agency  of  more  than 
20,000  churches,  cannot  avoid  those  dif- 
ferences of  opinion  upon  current  prob- 
lems of  civic  and  social  morality  and 
policy  which  will  enable  the  churches  to 
bring  to  bear  upon  these  questions  the 
ideals,  hopes  and  ambitions  born  within 
them  by  the  Spirit  of  God  and  the  truths 
of  the  New  Testament.  The  saloon 
must  go.  It  must  die  as  slavery  died 
and  witchcraft.  The  sense  of  purity, 
decency  and  sympathy  for  the  helpless 
awakened  by  Christ  will  drive  the  saloon 
from  the  face  of  the  earth. 

The  practical  outcome  hinges  largely 
upon  prohibitory  legislation.  This  Con 
vention  stands  emphatically  for  moral 
suasion  and  also  for  the  principle  of  pro- 
hibitionary legislation  in  the  great  cause. 

A new  issue  confronts  us.  The  tactics 
of  war  must  be  changed  somewhat.

We  recognize  with  gratitude  the  atti- 
tude of  Congress  in  reflecting  tue  in- 
creasing public  sentiment  ol  tne  people 
by  enacting  numerous  lawn  dining  re- 
cent years  for  the  curtailment  and  prohi- 
bition of  the  liquor  traflic;  and  we 
earnestly  commend  the  friends  of  our 
cause  in  Congress,  who  have  made  this 
advance  legislation  possible.  We  also 
commend  the  President  for  his  example 
of  total  abstinence  and  for  his  recent 
action  in  insisting  upon  changed  regula- 
tions governing  the  issuance  of  the 
United  States  official  tax  receipts  of  re- 
tail liquor  dealers  whereby  the  infamous 
work  of  the  so-called  “bootleggers”  and 
other  violators  of  prohibition  laws  will 
be  rendered  more  hazardous  and  almost 
impossible  without  detection  under 
proper  State  enactments  and  enforce- 
ment.

AN  ANSWER  TO  PRAYER

old  story  ot  the  Civil  War,  as  it  has  been 
told  me,  bj  an  old  vetcra u who  served 
through  tho  war.  He  said  the  command 
was  encamped  near  lVmo|H)lia,  Ala., 
nnd  a detail  was  furnished  every  morn 
ing  for  town  guard,  one  and  a hal.* 
miles  distant.  And  when  the  guard  was 
duly  equipped  and  mounted  they  would 
he  promiscuously wposted  "here  and 
yonder.”  j\  heavy  guard  was  placed 
around  a new  building  containing  pris 
oners,  and  he  was  placed  upstairs  nt 
the  top  of  [the  staircase  to  guard  two 
soldiers  condemned  to  death,  lielonging 
to  the  9th  Arkansas.  He  had  order* 
not  to  R|xutk  to  the  prisoners  and  to 
let  no  one  pass  except  a commissioned 
officer  nnd  giinistcr  of  the  gos|>el. 

A dismal  igloom  pervaded  that  prison 
he  said  lie  would  never  forget.  Ha 
heard  the  j>tM>r  culprits  groan  nnd  their 
chains  rattle.  A waited  petition  secret 
ed  the  men  from  the  sentinel’s  view,  but 
it  was  not  lpng  l>eforo  one  of  them  came 
out  dragging  his  shackles  nnd  walked 
close  to  the  sentinel  as  if  he  wanted  n 
little  talk.  The  sentinel  was  under  a 
heavy  influence  of  sympathy  and  also  - 
n Christian,  “he  broke  orders”  nnd 
ventured  to  sjieak  to  the  prisoner  ns 
follows: 

"What  command  do  you  lielong  to?  ’ 

“I  belong  to  the  9th  Arkansas.” 

“Whnt  nne  you  in  here  for?” 

“For  daaertion.” 

“What  is  the  nature  of  vour  enne?” 

,“I  ran  aTny  and  went  horiie  to  see 
my  wife  am)  two  little  children  nnd  I 
wan  picked  tip  by  cavidry  nnd  brought 
back  nnd  cotirt  marshalled  nnd  am  con 
demned  to  l*e  shot  on  n certain  day, 

“Well  are  you  ready  to  die?” 

“Yes,  I n|n  leaving  it  all  with  the 
Lord.  All  I regret  is  to  leave  my  dear 
wife  nnd  two  dnrling  little  children.” 

The  conversation  was  heart  rending 
nnd  both  the  prisoner  and  sentinel  were 
weeping.  Ami  the  sentinel  vouched  thnt 
he  was  going  to  pray  for  the  two  men 
incessantly  although  he  did  not  see  or 
talk  with  but  the  one,  hut  he  promised 
he  would  try  with  all  his  |siwer  to  rouse 
every  Christian  in  the  whole  tirlgnde 
that  he  could  find  and  thnt  he  would 
lose  no  time  in  hunting  for  them.  They 
were  to  be  executed  in  ten  days  and 
after  six  or  seven  day*  had  passed  the 
soldier  made  inquiry  ns  to  the  condemn 
ed  men  in  the  prison  over  in  town,  and 
was  told  ihnt  they  were  pardoned  and 
released  the  day  before,  and  oh,  what 
a happy  hqpr  thnt  was.  nnd  he  feels 
happy  over  it  yet,  nnd  the  happiness  to 
know  we  have  a Father  in  Heaven  to 
go  to  in  our  troubles.

Some  meet  in  the  homes  in  the  win- 
ter (because  of  Brea)  and  at  the- 
church  In  the  summer,  while  some 
meet  altogether  in  the  churcij  with 
the  exception  of  the  social  meeting 
once  a month  which  is  held  in  some 
home,  several  Joining  in  the1,  enter- 
tainment and  providing  refresh- 
ments, etc.
